12AU7's are the proper equivalents for the 5814's. These are medium-mu 
triodes versus the high-mu 12AT7. (More is not better.) You gotta 
watch the substitution guides: To them, anything with the same pin-out 
and filament voltage is fair game reguardless of electrical 
charcteristics. This is OK as a field expedient, but usually leads to 
degraded performance. Try replacing all the remote-cutoff 6BA6's in 
your R-390 with sharp cut-off 6AU6's somtime. BTW, "Tube Lore" is a 
good source of this sort of info.
